2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present application relates to providing a method and apparatus for transporting data, 
comprising the unique steps of: 

"setting, responsive to the data, the Segment Type field and the Final Payload Count 
Valid field, the Final Payload Count Valid field, the Final Payload Count Valid field indicating 
whether or not the payload section includes a Final Payload Count field, the Final Payload 
Count field indicating an amount of data placed in the payload section." 

The closet prior art, Izawa et al. (USP 5,796,734), discloses a method for transporting 
data in a communication system, wherein the L2-PDU unit comprises a header section, a payload 
section, a trailer section, and the header section further comprises segment type field and header 
check sequence field, and the payload section further comprises information field. However, 
Izawa fails to anticipate or render obvious the above quoted limitations of the present 
application. This renders the claims allowable.
